Enclosed is the "Ineligible Volunteer Record Sheet' 1 with all the 
information we have on Anders "Andy" Quintano. 

Andy resided in Florida for an extended period of time, the 
exact location is not known to us. In a letter dated September 15, 
1989, (enclosed) and with a subsequent conversation with~ the writer, 
Donald Myers, we learned that Andy had returned to Long Island. 

When this became known to me I immediately notified the Sex 
Crime Unit of the Nassau County Police Department. They subse- 
quently started an investigation and on October 23, 1989 Andy was 
arrested on a charge of sex^ abuse, first degree. He is still in 
jail as a result of this charge and I further understand that an 
investigation of his activities is still continuing. 

For your information, Mr. Quintano was a friend of Robert Izzo, 
an individual who has had over 147 sex abuse charges filed against 
him in 1989 by the Nassau County District Attorney (see your files) . 
It is the opinion of the Sex Crime Unit of Nassau County Police 
Department that the activities of Robert Izzo and Andy Quintano are 
connected. 



As usual, I will keep you informed as more information is made 
available.

This letter has been written in our minds for quite some time and up until now we 
could not bring ourselves to put into words the pain we have in our hearts. 

However, due to the recent publicity (and recognition of one of those accused of child 
abuse in the newspaper as being a friend of the man we accuse of sexual assault), we 
feel it necessary to notify Nassau County Council, BSA, of a former scout leader from 
our area who molested our daughter. 

1987— Anders (Andy) Quintano was 29 years old— active in Little League, Boy Scouts, 
Girl Scouts, a summer camp counselor, and a school bus driv er by tr ade) — and our 
daughter was 10 when he sexually abused hen His access to p jj jwas easy (her Little 
League coach, Assistant Scoutmaster to H who is Scoutmaster of Troop 201, the son 
of our son's Godparents; he even referred to us as "aunt" and "uncle."). In fact he 
molested our daughter in our own home. 

We found out about the incident when the school called to question us regarding her 
school performance. She was showing signs of being disturbed, preoccupied and not 
performing as well as she was capable of. ^gj had kept the incident to herself— with 
all the textbook symptoms and characteristics of a child who was molested. The school 
tried to notify the authorities and was told that the proper procedure was to notify the 
police and have an arrest made. Due to the- "family" situation, we chose not to 
publicize the incident but handle it ourselves. 

When we confronted Andy, he did not deny it; he promised to seek professional 
psychiatric counseling for his problem which he fully acknowledged. He then moved to 
Florida, married a woman with a little girl (whom we feit deeply sorry for) and has since 
b ecome f ather to a son. 

IjffT^was in therapy for over a year. In fact, it was necessary for fcj and I to attend 
counseling for another year with and without her to help with the situation as it had 
become sines the abuse. 

After viewing. the videotape on child abuse presented by Nassau County Council and 
speaking with Steven Humphrey, County Executive, Shelter Rock District, was toid 
we were required to provide a letter about the incident to prevent Andy's future 
involvement in the Boy Scout program— anywhere in the U.S. 

Pfease advise us as to whether Nassau County Council, BSA, will pursue this matter 
further or whether we will have to proceed on our own. We would appreciate your 
notifying us by the end of September at which time we intend to contact National of the 
circumstances upon which our request for their intervention is based. Thank you.
